THE GASOLINE TAX 


On Monday, October 1, 1923, as the result of a 
law passed by the last session of the California 
Legislature, motorists and other users of gasoline 
in California will begin to pay a tax of two cents 
for each gallon of gasoline, or “motor vehicle 
fuel’’, purchased. 


Accordingly, the Standard Oil Company will 
on Monday, October 1, 1923, and from then on 
as long as the law is in effect, include the amount 
of the prescribed tax of two cents in the price 
of each gallon of motor vehicle fuel sold and 
delivered by it in the State of California, except 
on such fuel sold and delivered to the United 
States Government, or for export, and on kero- 
sene. 


This Company will make return of the tax as 
provided by the law to “the State Controller of 
this State’ together with a verified statement 
on a form “to be prescribed, prepared and fur- 
nished by the State Board of Equalization’. 


The law provides that any person who pur- 
chases gasoline, or ‘‘motor vehicle fuel’’, for pur- 
poses other than use in motor vehicles operating 
on the public highways, shall be repaid the 
amount of the tax on the gasoline he purchases. 
He can obtain refund of the tax thus paid by 
application to the State Controller, supported 
by affidavit covering the facts and by invoices. 


The law further provides that ‘“‘all motor ve- 
hicle fuel used by a distributor in the operation 
of any motor vehicle shal! for the purposes of 
this act be considered .. . as though the same 
had been sold by the distributor.” Therefore, 
this Company also is required to pay a tax of 
two cents on every gallon of motor vehicle fuel, 
except kerosene, used in the operation of any 
and all of its motor equipment in the State of 
California,

County assessors of California, in 
session at Santa Ana next week, will 
|; again urge legislators to enact laws 
providing for the distribution of auto- 
mobile licenses direct to motorists 
of the various counties by the as- 
sessors. 

Agitation for the change in the 
distribution of the licenses was be- 
gun by the California Assessors’ As- 
sociation last year, the assessors de- 
claring that thousands of dollars are 
lost annually by motorists evading 
the payment of personal property 
taxes on automotive vehicles. With 
the assessors distributing the li- 
censes, collection of both state and 
county fees could be accomplished 
simultaneously, it was argued before 
the lawmakers. 

“In San Bernardino County alone,” 
said Assessor A. E. Allen yesterday, 
“we lose many hundreds of dollars 
through motor car owners evading 
the payment of taxes by chaiging 
residence after securing staée--}!-} 
censes. By direct distribution, all 
assessors could collect taxes on every 
vehicle in the state.” 

Mr. Allen, one of the sponsors of 
the proposal, will attend the conven- 
tion of the assessors in Santa Ana 
next week. Resolutions ealling upon 
the legislators to consider the pro- 
posal will undoubtedly be adopted, 
he said. Assessors of every county 
in the state are expected to attend 
the parley, at which state and county 
laws pertaining to assessment of | 
property, both personal and real, are 
discussed, as well as questions con- 
tinually confronting the assessors.
